There is also the more instant 
satisfaction in getting the ability to defeat your adversaries in face to face competition. 
Single player skill games 

These include carnival games that are somewhat more familiar - such as different types of 
shooting gallery games, rapid fire basketball and skeeball. The attraction of these types of 
games is the challenge which is based on the performance and skills of an individual 
player. A player's capacity to get a high score is not impacted by a competitor and he can 
also progress to more difficult levels - based on skills and ability. 

The ability of a player is evaluated against the same criteria in each game, the level of 
high scores that he can obtain in the given amount of time or before all the turns are used 
up. Pachinko machines and interactive projection are also included in these types of 
games, although it is primarily luck that determines the success of players in this case.
